Sediment Quality Objectives Development within the Delta

Notice is hereby given that the staff of the State Water Resources Control Board (State Water
Board) will hold a public meeting on April 13, 2006 for Delta stakeholders regarding the State
Water Board’s plans to develop Sediment Quality Objectives (SQO) within the Delta and other
estuarine habitats on the coast. For the past three years, the State Water Board has been
developing SQOs for embayments and is now prepared to develop SQOs and tools for estuarine
waters, including the Delta.

The State Water Board is also soliciting participation on a Sediment Quality Estuary Advisory
Committee (Advisory Committee). In accordance with Section 13394.6 of the Porter-Cologne
Water Quality Control Act, the Advisory Committee should be represented by:

o Trade associations whose members are businesses that use the bays, estuaries, and coastal
waters of the State as a resource in their business activities.
o Environmental, public interest, public health, and wildlife conservation organizations.

The Advisory Committee will have access to information and documents prepared during the
development process and will provide State Water Board staff with its views on how that
information could be interpreted and used. We anticipate four to eight individuals will be
required to fulfill this role.
